Jim Ram. a Vancouver Chinese thief, 
cante over from that city about a fort-1 
night ago to see what he could do tn 
his line of Illegal activity In this. city. | 
Testerduy afternoon he tried to steal 
§ bo|t of cloth containing a suit length 
from the store of Charley Oy Tlng,A414 
Government street, but he was caught 
In the act by employees of the firm 
who Were at work in the tailoring 
workshop at the rear of the store, and 
chnsed us ho hurried out of the store 
with It. 

To-day ho pleaded not 'guilty when 
arraigned In polloo court and alleged 
(hat he had been merely looking at the 
cloth with an Idea of having a RUlt, 
made.
